RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 22nd November 1960 

No. 5-21 /59-F.II.— The Delhi Zoological Park project was 
taken up in October 1955, to meet one of the long felt needs 
of the capital city. The project Is heing developed as a 
Zoological -cum-Bo tanical Park so that it will not only be a 
cfcntre for recreation and amusement but also he of value to 
students of natural history. It will also provide a valuable 
means of preserving the rare species of our fauna by enabling 
them to be reared and multiplied in captivity. The park has 
been designed on modem lines and the enclosures therein 
provide for the animals being displayed in their natural sur- 
roundings. The Zoo portion will consist of 57 animal 
enclosures of which some will be for exotic species from 
Africa, Australia and Europe. Besides, there will be an 
aquarium, a serpantarium, a Natural History Museum, a 
Children’s Zoo and a Botanical Park. 


2. The park has been opened to the public from lift April, 
1959. Entry is regulated by fees. In an institution of this 
kind which is of considerable interest to the public, there 
should be Intimate association between the non-official and 
official sectors in the general programme of its execution as 
well as its management and administration. While in pre- 
sent formative stages it will doubtless be necessary for Govern, 
ment to be directly responsible for the execution of the 
project with non-official help, at a proper stage of completion 
the responsibility for the administration, maintenance and 
development of the Park should vest in a duly constituted 
autonomous body. 

3, The Government of India have accordingly decided to 
constitute at this stage an advisory body to be called “The 
Delhi Zoological Park Council” consisting of not only official 
members directly responsible for the execution of the project, 
but also a substantial number of eminent public men who 
axe keenly interested in such projects and whose presence in 
the Council would bt valuable. The Council will be res- 
ponsible for advising Government on the execution of the 
project and its development.

A Member of 
Parliament who is a member of the Council, shall cease to 
be such on the dissolution of the Parliament or on his ceasing 
to be a member thereof, 

A member shall cease to be such member on the happening 
of any of the following events: 

If he shall die, resign, become of unsound mind, become 
insolvent or be convicted by a court of law of a. 
criminal offence involving moral turpitude. 

Any vacancy In the membership caused by any of the 
reasons mentioned above shall he tilled by the appointment 
or nomination by the authority entitled to make such 
appointment or nomination. All such vacancies, shall be 
filled for the remaining period out of the tenure period for 
3 years.

No. 8-PG(II6)/60 The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay for the 
year 1959-60. The noteworthy features of the Report are 
reviewed below:— 

(1) Financial Results,— The total revenue of the Port Trust 
duiang the year under review (excluding special Receipts) 
was Rs. 1174'97 lakhs as against Rs. 1085 59 lakhs in the year 
1958-59. The net expenditure (excluding Special Expenditure) 
was Rs. 922’ 12 lakhs as against Rs. 898 37 lakhs in the previou* 
year. The Port Trust thus realised a surplus of Rs. 25284 
lakhs. The Port Trusts Reserve Funds at the end of the 
year were In a sound condition. The total balances amounted 
to Rs. 20 45 crores. Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 19’03 
crores, the amount due to the public was Rs. 6-54 crores and 
to Government Rs. 9'89 crores, the balance of Rs. 2'60 cores 
being internal loans held by the Trustees themselves. For 
repayment of loans, the Trustees have built up a balance of 
Rs, 6 71 crores in the General Sinking Fund and Rs. S’05 
crores in a Suspense Account to repay the loan for the Marine 
Oil > Terminal. 

(2) Traffic.— The Dead Weight tonnage handled at the Port 
during 1959-60 was 13,146 207 (an all time record) of which 
Imports accounted for 9,418,000 tons and Exports 3,733,000 
tons. The corresponding Imports and Exports figures during 
1958-59 were 8,419,000 and 3,333, tons respectively totalling 
11,752,000 tons. 

The number of overseas passengers was 157, G44 while the 
number of coastal passengers was 728,330. 

(3) Shipping.— The number of vessels which entered the Port 
dunng 1959-60 was 3051 of 18 34 million gross registered tons, 
as against 2,917 vessels of 16’80 million gross registered tons 
in 1958-59. 

The number of sailing vessels that used the Port during the 
year was 29,842 as against 32,195 during 1958-59, 

Dry Docking and Ship Repairs,— During the year, 135 vessels 
used the Dry Dock as against 120 in the previous year. The

(7) Labour — (a) There were minor stoppages of work by 
Port workers during the year under review. 

(b) The Pori Trust’s welfare measures covered a vast 
variety of activities, namely, sports, recreation, entertainment 
excursions, schools, scholarships, canteens, general medical 
attention, women's clinics, Reading Rooms, libraries, etc. 

(8) Staff.— The total expenditure on staff during 1959-60 
amounted to Rs. 541*10 lakhs, as against Rs. 530*24 lakhs 
during the previous year. Tile increase was mainly due to 
additional stall having to he engaged in the non-schedulcd 
categories, more payments to Docks Mazdoors due to Increase 
in tonnage handled and arrears on account of merger of 
Dearness allowance in pay and increase in overtime allowance.

In the case of coal exports, the average rate of loading per 
sil<p worked out to 909 urns as against 955 tons during die 
previous year. The average rate of loading In the case of Ore 
vessels worked out to 1,334 tons as against 1,495 tons during 
me previous year. 

4. Shipping,— The number of vessels that entered the Port 
during the year was 1,820 as against 1,742 In the previous 
yeai and die to al gioss tonnage increased from 11,143,167 
lo 12,030,484. The ship with the deepest draft to enter the 
Port was the S. S, “Evibclle" drawing 26'.8" ford’d and aft 
and the ship with the deepest draft to leave the Port was 
the S. S. “Shahzada" drawing 25'.8" both for’d and aft. There 
were eight casualties to vessels In the charge of Assistant 
Harbour masters but none of them was sufficiently serious to 
necessitate a Government enquiry, 

In the Port approaches, the Balari bar controlled the draft 
of ships for 315 days as against 56 days in the previous year. 
The Eastern Gut and Nurpur bar controlled the draft of 
ships for 31 days and 20 days respectively. The controlling 
bars were thus below Diamond Harbour for 315 days as 
against 363 days on account of Balari and Rangafalla during 
the previous year. 

Vigorous steps were taken to Intensify dredging operations 
to improve the depth of water over the governing bars. The 
various bars and crossings in the navigable channel were 
dredged for a period of 4,812 hours and 8,944,200 tons of 
spoil were lifted. The total expenditure on dredging includ- 
ing dredging of the navigable channel, berth lock 
entrances and Dock basin amounted to Rs. 84,84,063. This 
figure docs not take into account capital depreciation of the 
dredging fleet. 

5. River Model Experiments.— The experiments on the 
Port model for reclaiming the Howrah Bank by dumping the 
soil dredged from the Post Area were continued during the 
year. The results obtained indicated that this would benefit 
the channel to some extent but the benefit might not be com- 
mensurate with the expenditure involved. On the estuary 
model, experiments were canied out for finalizing the various 
stages of recessing Fulta Point. Experiments in connection 
with the training works for the Balari Bar were in progress, 

6. Hooghly Pilotage.— The income from Pilotage during 
the year was Rs. 39,62,171 and the expenditure Rs. 85,22,022 
leaving a surplus of Rs. 4,40,149. 

7. Port Charges— With a view to meet increased expendi- 
ture, Port charges were raised with effect from the 21st 
January, 1960 to yield an additional income of Rs. 135 lakhs 
per annum. 

8. Port Railway,— The total tonnage handled by the Port 
Commissioners Railway during the year amounted to 775,943 
as against 619,951 in the year 1958-59 and the income derived 
was Rs. 1,79,48,055 as against Rs. 1,55,83,758 in the previous 
year. 

Pilferage.— Vigorous measures initiated by the Port Com- 
missioners brought the pilferage menace under control during 
die year. 


9. Haldia Anchorage.— For the first time in the history of 
the Port, foodgrains vessels were worked at the Haldia 
Anchorage during the fair-weather season from November, 
1959 to February, 1960, The number of vessels which used 
the Anchorage was 16 and the quantity of foodgrains 
lightened was 41,603 tom. 

10. Port Development.— During the year, an order was 
placed for the construction of a new suction dredger a 
duplicate of the Dredger “Bhagirathi” but with certain 
improved features. The expenditure Incurred during the 
year on the 2nd Five Year Plan Projects amounted to 
Rs. 2,60,21,756.
